What 
has learned should the greatest 
value cattle breeders because the 
same principles apply. 

knows the ability all the 
great horses and the weights they 
carried. knows the distance they 
ran, the speed they made, and the 
relation other great horses which 
they finished races. 

knows much more exactly 
than group cattle breeders can 
what records their cattle are capable 
making, because the horses are 
handled much more comparable 
manner. The food more alike 
all places where horses are kept, the 
climate more comparable because 
horses are not raced winter 
some places and turned out cold 
enclosures raced other places 
and kept barns where hot. 
The records are much more com- 
parable. Nor horses have tu- 
berculosis their records are ter- 
minated after short spells, and in- 
adequate records kept. They make 
wonderful material for such study. 

While the principles which have 
come from this study cannot ap- 
plied the study inheritance 
milking ability cattle, for 
haps few years, nevertheless the 
principles will the greatest 
value. They are many ways 
similar those made from studies 
cattle, and most certainly point 
the same direction. That direc- 
tion that becoming increas- 
ingly easier predict results 
proposed matings, buy animals

that there has not been found any 
great correlation between milking 
ability and appearance. there 
were, who knows but that might 
have cow that looked like tum- 
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ble-down rail fence, scarecrow. 
But there not, can then com- 
bine our ideals instead allowing 


them run off two directions.

Combine Beauty and Utility 


HERE are few men who have 

sunk low have lost all 
their appreciation art the 
lines cow. There are few who 
are mere milk miners, willing 
leave behind the screenings and 
walk away with the dull metal. And 
why should they be? just 
easy, science teaching us, 
combine beauty and utility. 

ful opportunity ahead. can 
look into the future and expect big- 
ger things. First, shall expect 
our cattle bécome more uniform. 
This will come about all 
shooting the one target which 
our ideal, and which has been estab- 
lished the Association. not 
only endeavor produce Guern- 
seys which look like this ideal, but 
looking like it, they must also pro- 
duce the greatest amounts milk 
and butter fat the richest color. 
That indeed challenge. 


Breed Ideal 


that brings the question 
ideals. Through all the 
shaking down that has now gripped 
the cattle industry and breeding 
art, nothing quite good for 
the one central object keeping 
the ideal right there where every 
breeder may see and try attain 
his breeding operations. This 
almost passion with me. 

Most own experimental 
work has been done the field 
dogs, although have bred many 
cattle. Dogs are the only widely 
fancied animals which not have 
standards. has been for that 
reason that the types have varied 
around from one thing another. 
Even now, dogs which England 
might placed the best their 
kinds, could brought America, 
and they were shown and men- 
tion made the fact that they had 
done well abroad, would not even 
given much fifth place, 
and there one breed know which 
has such divergent standards that 
appears different places differ- 
ent breeds. consequence, 
not possible say who has the 
best dog that breed either 
performer show specimen. 

Now the cattle breeder not 
danger getting into such pre- 


dicament, but judging from what 
have seen and heard danger 
losing sight the ideal because 
his having heard that there but 
slight correlation between type and 
producing ability. says, ‘‘Why 
should try breed cow that 
looks like the ideal when she can 
not give any more milk than one 
that looks more like Holstein 
all but color than our Guernsey 
wants know, and 
therein lies danger. 

have already answered par- 
tially. answer more fully 
seems that there are certain 
fundamentals that must remem- 
ber. cow needs sound legs and 
muscles support it. The 
proper proportion and size these 
give beauty the cow, the improper 
proportion, which may not asso- 
ciated with milk production, tends 
weaken the animal and the long 
run will certainly, through recom- 
binations, produce inferior type 
offspring. 

But the most important reason 
that know the common associa- 
tion around common standard 
which the adherence single 
type provides. This makes for 
breed associations with all the very 
great advantages they offer, both 
keeping records for the benefit 
the breeds and breeders, and ad- 
vertising the breed. 

get away from the ideal, 
shall get away from breed 
associations into indiscrimi- 
nate state where there 
ideal but milk. There are other 
advantages, too. 

you doubt it, look around and 
see who have thank for our 
greatest improvement the Guern- 
sey cow. Was the man who was 
interested making money out 
her, the man who had some 
money and was interested im- 
proving her asahobby? was the 
latter. 

Look through the records and 
there you will find that the improve- 
ment has come about through the 
determined efforts those men who

The market for live- 
stock—even Guernsey livestock and 
dairy products here—has literally 
been knocked into cocked 
whatever that is. 

That own fawn and white 
beauties have ceased pay for their 
keep, concession that very 
grudgingly make—with dispar- 
agement the breed the busi- 
ness. still have abundant faith 
both, and look forward the 
dawning better day—and will 
the meantime, what? 
problem identical with those 
the masses average breeders 
section. 

Due location, roads, proximity 
markets and other factors, the 
only alternative for our Golden 
Guernsey products the sweet 
cream market. milk, have 
our cows milked, skim our own 
cream and haul into town, where 
receive thirteen cents pound 
for it. The buyer advises 
cheer up, likely the worst yet 
This reduces our daily in- 
come from the cows and 
per cent below the minimum 
—or somewhere. Worse yet—it 
ruins the market for dairy cows. 
Somehow, not able convince 
such ends for thirteen cents. The 
end just does not justify the means. 

Formerly, two, even one young 
bull, small breeders’ prices, has 
provided year’s wardrobe for 
lady—not extensive one cer- 
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tainly, but ample. Now the young 
gents browse about the place here, 
searching for the scanty grass left 
severe drouth—growing into 


obstreperous fellows, while the 
lady’s wardrobe 
ished. 


The cows keep right producing 


the richest skimming, 
husky little bull and dainty little 
heifer calves, whose pedigrees must 
bekept up. The last four have been

But livestock 
there authentic quality, and 
certain wholesome dependability 
that somehow soothes and satisfies. 
Carrying off the high score trophy 
greater thrill than initiating satiny 
baby calf into the ancient and hon- 
orable art feeding itself. And, 
when comes satisfaction de- 
rived from doing difficult job well, 
100 pounds brawn against that 
big, four year old bull and lead 
him safely into his quarters! That 
spells achievement for me. 

But business made sterner 
stuff. Thrills nor satisfaction, grati- 
fying they are, nor even peace— 
that quality that Virginia states- 
man once declared must not pur- 
chased the price chains and 
slavery—are sufficient. They 
not meet bank notes nor make pay- 
ments. for and house, 
and neighbors, expedient 
that concern ourselves with 
meeting increased tax and postage 
rates, unfavorable crop conditions, 
Insect pests whose name legion— 
all with thirteen cent cream! 

heart breaking business. floun- 
der about sea doubt and dis- 
couragement, seeking for something 
which can pin faith. 
Despair often tangles feet; 
faith becomes flimsy thing; hope, 
always subtle but sweet, some times 
seems ironical—futile. look 
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travellers who find the 
quite rough do—some much 
rougher. Learning accept the 
impossible, without the indis- 
pensable, endure the insufferable— 
that’s what are all doing. 


Still, the show must on! And 
since are take standing up, 
there’s only one sensible thing 
do—turn veritable Pollyanna 
trick and institute search for that 
mythical that even 
the blackest clouds are supposed 
possess. Comforting quotations 
and certain old maxims come 
mind, such Tribulation worketh 
and ‘‘Sweet are the uses 
ever just before and the 
one about turning that long lane. 
They have stood the test time, 
and emit crumb comfort, 
ray hope now. Weare told that 
the heart gains its purest joys from 
its strongest trials, and know 
that only after stand the shad- 
ows fully appreciate the light.

Then, too, adversity has already 
developed native flair for barter, 
point where few surplus 


butter can some times exchanged 
for, well, most anything. Some 
times extra help busy days— 
some times finger wave! 
Whenever find courage reserve 
running too low, always dress 
hair dig out new frock. 
Since Guernsey bulls don’t sell, the 
frocks are mostly relics more 
prosperous days, turned wrong side 
out, upside down, hind part be- 
fore. Even heart breaking busi- 
ness may some times almost 
stimulating. 


keeping on? What else 
there do? True, plans are 
born anew each morning and are 
good for twenty-four hours only— 
often undergoing changes during 
the day. But waking minutes 
are filled with simple, homely du- 
ties, and mingle much with the 
contented Guernseys. Their gen- 
uineness and tranquility, somehow, 
help keep alive faith the 
eternal fitness things.

Milk The downward trend six per cent 
Production for the milk production per cow has 
Trends been reported the Bureau Agri- 


cultural Economics. daily average 
11.7 pounds milk per cow compared with 12.5 
pounds for last year was reported. The five year aver- 
age 12.2 pounds milk per cow still shows in- 
crease over that reported during the past month. 

Judging from these reports, the lower production per 
cow, comparison with last year, more than offsets the 
nearly four per cent increase milk cows farms, and 
the total daily milk production November was 
about two per cent below the production that date 
last year. 

The proportion cows being milked November 
although lower than last year, was above average for 
that time the year all parts the country except 
the South. Milk production per cow was also below 
average the South and West but was nearly average 
the North Central States and above average the 
North Atlantic group. 

The quantity grain (including millfeeds and con- 
centrates) being fed dairy correspondents No- 
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vember averaged 4.13 pounds per cow per day com- 


pared with 4.31 pounds that date last year. Judg- 
ing from reports received last month, the milk pro- 
ducing quality the ration lower this year than last 
due the relatively high cost high protein concen- 
trates areas where these are normally purchased 
supplement homegrown grains. Pastures November 
were not favorable the late fall 1931 and 
dairy correspondents reported that milk cows were 
securing forty-three per cent their feed from pas- 
tures compared with forty-nine per cent last year. 

Annual milk production milk cows farms the 
United States 1931 was 101,815,000,000 pounds com- 
pared with 99,705,000,000 1931 and 98,782,000,000 
1929. These estimates include the milk considered 
the milk measured, skimmed delivered. The milk 
produced 1931 contained about 4,002,000,000 pounds 
butter fat. the milk produced farms 1931 
about one-fourth was used for household consumption, 
for making farm butter and for feeding calves the 
farms where produced, leaving three-fourths for sale 
milk cream.

The cattle were, usual, housed 
mammoth tents wide the 
street, and the two tents sheltering 
the cattle were the length two 
blocks.

Guernsey literature was 
faithfully and judiciously handed 
out those interested, thus help- 
ing stimulate enthusiasm for the 
Guernsey breed.

more than 1,200 cows 
tested Michigan during the 
past year dairy herd improve- 
ment associations, only seven aver- 
aged over 500 pounds butter fat. 
One the seven Guernsey herd 
the Mason County Herd Im- 
provement Association. This herd 
averaged 505.9 pounds butter 
fat and 10378 pounds milk with 
6.16 cows under test. 
leading Guernsey herds 
are owned the following Michi- 
gan breeders: Chorpening with 
seven pure breds averaging 9798 
pounds milk and 482.7 pounds 
butter fat; Patterson with 
5.08 pure bred and grade Guernseys 
averaging 9013 pounds mik and 
481.2 pounds butter fat; Chil- 
berg and Son with 5.5 pure bred 
Guernseys averaging 9345 pounds 
milk and 470.3 pounds butter 
fat; Russel Cole with 7.35 grade 
Guernseys averaging 9688 pounds 
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milk and 452.7 pounds butter 
fat; Ray Mohney with 11.58 grade 
Guernseys averaging 9007 pounds 
milk and 445.9 pounds butter 
fat; Ross Cortright with 7.3 pure 
bred and grade Guernseys averaging 
9423 pounds milk and 437.5 pounds 
butter fat; Tom Rea with 11.08 
pure bred and grade Guernseys 
averaging 9371 pounds milk and 
432.2 pounds butter fat;
